there is a certain prospect that 
for some time to come. our ex- 
ternal investments will continue 
to increase. -How have such con- 
ditions “occurred? Why was it 
necessary to add more than 
£100,000,000 to . our. .outside 
money assets during the past five 
or six years? Why is it necessary 
now to- face further increases? 
Broadly and fundamentally, the 
reason is that the farmer, in 
order to live, has been forced to 
sell his produce in external 
markets, while British and other 
manufacturers have been unable 
to. supply the quantities of 
machinery and commodities that 


pre-war days. Consequently, the 
yearly total of our exports in- 
creased, and that of our imports 
declined; and the differences, 
through various channels. and 
agencies, were added to our esti- 
mated pre-war external invest- 
ments of. £300,000,000. What 
will happen next? Are there no 
means by which the outward 
flow of capital — stfangely de- 
scribed as a “strongly favourable 
trend” in the Central Bank’s 
recent report—may. be stemmed 
and reversed? Again, the answer 
touches the farmer’s vital interest 
in external trade. If, as seems to 


must pass before imports from 
Great Britain and other countries 
rise to somewhere about the pre- 
war level, the obvious’ remedy 
would seem to lie in a serious 
restriction of our exports of live- 
stock and other agricultural pro- 
duce. 

If, as we believe, that method 
of restoring the trade balance, 
and checking further outflows of 
capital, must be ruled out, the 
question of practical and press- 
ing importance becomes ‘one of 
means by which our volume of 
most-needed imports may be in- 
creased. By common consent, 
those most urgently required are 
the tools and raw materials of 
industry; fertilisers and machinery 
for the farm, . and,. “generally, | at 
“capital” and reproductive éguip- 
ment for purposes of reconstrue- 
tion and the provision of useful 
employmént. From what source 
are these essentials most likely to 
be derived? Here, again, there 
can be little doubt of the answer: 
As the custodian-in-chief of this 
country’s external investments, 
Great Britain is under the kind 
of moral obligation that it has 
been her habit to honour. 
Coupled. with. that assurance, 
there are the facts that her whole 
future depends on a large in- 
crease of her manufactured 
exports,. that this country has 
been. one of her best export 
markets, and. that, whatever may 
happen in a world of disturbed 
finance, she is amply secured for 
the discharge of all liabilities that 
this country may incur. Never- 
theless, many difficulties may, 
and will, have to be overcome 
before normal trading conditions 
return. With heavily depleted 
reserves of capital, _ strictly 
limited supplies of “hard 
currencies” for purposes of 
foreign exchange, exigent de- 
mands for the equipment. of war- 
torn countries, and not less im- 
perative calls for the materials of | 
home,

Mr. Henry Bailey, head of the 
Metallurgical Staff of the Camborne 
School of Mines, was the discoverer 
of the method of extracting. radium 
from pitchblende of low grade, such 
as is found in Cornwall.

“It has been a common 
saying in Cornwall that the water 
at Trenwith mine contains more 
radio-activity than that used in the 
famous mineral springs of Bath.
